Step One 

Connections 

1 - If your FM receiver has an F-comector, F-comectDr 

ccmect the artenna's F-comector to your 
receivers FM antenna Input terrrinal. 

If your FM receiver has a 300-ohm twin-lead 
connector, ccmect the supplied matching 
transformer to the antema's F-comector. 

Then, connect the matching transformer's 
tv\/in leads to your receiver's FM terrrinals. 

If your FM receiver has pushbutton terminals, 
comect the supplied matching transformer to 
the antenna's F-comector. Cut off the transformer leads, and strip V 4 - 
inch (0.635crr1 of insuiation fiomeach v\/ire's end. Insert both v\/ire ends 
into the FM receiver's push-button terrrinals. Make sure both v\/ires are 
fimriy secured. 

2. Connect the antema's AM v\/ire to your receiver's positive AM antema 
input terrrinal. 

3. Connect the supplied AC adapter's rrini plug to the small Jack on the 
antema's F-comector. Connect the AC adapter's other end to a 
standard AC outlet The blue LED li^nts. fSl 



Step Two 

Positioning the Antenna 

For best performance, place the artema 
indoors, as high as possible. Do not mourt: 
the antenna near metal surfaces or other 
obstructions, such as a refrigerator, a door 
orv\all, ora\Aaterpipehiddenbehirda 
v\all. 

Before rrounting the antema, you need to 
deterrrine vtoere the clearest reception is 
received. 

1. Turn on your FM receiver, and tune it 
to a station near 98 MHz. 

2. Position the antema as hi^ as 
possible at the desired rrounting 
location. 

3. Slo^y rrove the artema urtil you 
receive the clearest sound. Note the 
location. 

4. Tune your FM receiver to a station 
near 88 MHz. Repeat Step 3 urtil you 
receive the clearest sound. Note the 
location. 

5. TuneyourFM receiver to a station 
near 1(D8 MHz. Repeat Step 3 until 
you receive the clearest sound. Note 
the location. 

6l Usethelocaticns rioted insteps 2-5 to 
rrourt: your artema at the location 
v\/ith the best reception.
